Under the provisions of 37 C.F.R. §§ 1 .56, 1 .97 and 1 .98, Applicant submits 
herewith information that the Office may wish to consider in examination of the subject 
application. Materials submitted for consideration are listed on the attached form PTO- 
1449. 

Concise explanations of the relevance, as it is presently understood by the 
undersigned, of the references not provided in English or with an English abstract, are 
provided below. 

Reference AF (Lehrl) describes a study that tests the influence of Hypericum 
extract L1 160 on depressions in general as well as on the ability of depressive patients 
to concentrate and pay attention. The treated patients showed a statistically significant 
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increase in their mental ability/productivity as well as an increase signifying a statistical 
trend with respect of the speed with which they could process information. In the fourth 
week of treatment, the patients were also less irritable and restless. Treated patients 
are also reported to be able to reach their pre-depression productivity again. 

Reference Al discloses the use of phytotherapeutica, in particular Ginkgo-biloba- 
preparations, in the context of deficiencies in mental capacity and associated 
disturbances. The article notes in this context different types of dementia, including 
Alzheimer type and multi-infarct type dementia. Symptoms associated with dementia 
are described to include depressions and somatic ailments such as dizziness. 

The article also notes the use of Hypericum perforatum in the context of 
depressions. 

Reference AJ adds that depressions treatable with Hypericum perforatum extract 
might be age associated. 

References AC and AK are listed for the Examiner's information. The dates of 
these publications could not be determined at the time of this submission. However, 
their listing in the attached 1449 should not be construed as an admission that these 
documents constitute prior art.
